Mexico City, February 22.—Fran- 
cisco Madero and Jose Pino Suarez, 
the president and vice president, re- 
spectively, were transferred today 
from the national palace to the penl- 
tentiary. A member of the provisional 
cabinet said that probably no decision 
as to their fate would be reached for 
some days. 

Francisco Madero’s wife stood be- 
fore General Victoriano Huerta, the 
provisional president of Mexico, today 
and pleaded for clemency for her hus- 
band. She left the national palace 
with no assurance for his safety, and 
she was forced to forego the consola- 
tion of conversation with the impris- 
oned ex-ruler, whose guards are en- 
forcing rigidly the order of incommu- 
nicado. 

General Huerta treated the down- 
cast. frightened woman with every 
courtesy, but he explained to her that 
in view of the investigations to which 
ex-President Madero would be swb- 
jected, his fate was in other hands, in- 
timating that congress probably would 
render the final decision.

Department of public safety, which 
will include the police department, 
fire department, building and elec- 
trical] inspection. 

Department of health, which wil} 
include the board of health, sanitary 
department, hospitals and charities. 

Department of public works, which 
will include the street department, 
sewer department, sidewarks, curbing, 
etc. 

Department of waterworks, 

Department of education, which will 
include the school board and library 
board. 

Department of public recreation, 
which will include parks, playgrounds, 
baths, cemeteries, possibly public 
buildings, excepting school property. 

Ten Members on Board. 

lt is said that the charter will pro- 
Vide that each of the boards consist 
of ten members, one from each ward. 
The boards are constituted thus now, 
and the general conception is that the 
boards are the “hotbeds” of city politics 
and the cause of more lost motion and 
,friction than any other branch of the 
municipality. 

The substitute abolishes the Grady 
hospital board, Carnegie library board 
and the Oakland cemetery board, 
three departments which have 
the causes of least criticism, and in 
which politics to the detriment of the 
city is almost obsolete. 

The substitute will provide for a re- 
call on a petition of 25 per cent of the 
voters. 

Representatives of the Atlanta Fed- 
eration Trades have already asked 
the committee of twenty-five to reduce 
the percentage of voters from 30 to 25 
when the recall is applied, and make 
15 per cent of the voters sufficient to 
apply to the referendum.

Candler, who strongly urged the neces- 
sity of an absolutely new charter, feels 
the same way. 

If the charter proposed by the com- | 
mittee is rejected by the committee of 
twenty-five and council, it will be 
adopted in mass meeting, and the ex- ; 
ecutive committee will be asked to call |! 
an election to submit the charter to

The opponents of the charter are '! 
planning to disrupt the committee of 
twenty-five.

(CHAMBER OF COMMERCE WILL 


SOON HAVE A MODERN HOME; 
IMPROVEMENTS COSTS $49,900 


—— 


: The Atlanta Chamber of Commerce 


is figuring on getting into its new 
building, which will be a transforma- 
tion of the present. Youne Men’s Chris- 
tian association building, before the 
end of the present year. — 

The Young Men's Christian associa- 
tion has agreed to turn over the 
building to the chamber not later than 
July 15, and considerably earlier if 
possible. But figuring that the cham- 
ber will not get it until that date, 
with the promise of the contractor to 
complete the work within 120 working 
days, it will be ready for occupancy 


'on or before December 15 at latest. 


The plans prepared by A. Ten Eyck 
Brown have been completed, the con- 
tract has been let to the Griffin Con- 
struction company at a cost of $49,900 
for the complete work, and just as soon 
as the building is vacated by its pres- 
ent occupants the reconstrucfion will 
hegin. 

Modern Office Building. 

When the contractor has finished 
with it the chamber of commerce will 
have a modern, up-to-date office 
building, with entirely new plymbing, 
a new heating plant and a lighting 
system that meets every requirement. 

Two stories will be added to the 
present building, making a total of six 
with basement. The ground floor will 
be occupled by stores and a restau- 
rant, while the chamber of commerce 
will use the second floor. The other 
four stories will be occupled by of- 
fices, which will be re .ted and which 
will bring the owners of the build- 
ing, the Chamber of Commerce Realty 
company, an annual income of ap- 
proximately $25,000. It has been esti- 
mated that the cost of operating the 
building will not be more than $10,000 
a year, leaving a net income of $15,000 
to pay dividends and to create a sink- 
‘ng fund to take up the loan which 
will be negotiated to meet the Luild- 
ing expense. 

The Chamber of Commerce Realty 
company paid the Young Men's Chris- 
tian association $160,000 for this prop- 
erty and will spend avproximately 
$50,090 tn improvements, making a to- 
tal of $210,000. The property is worth 
considerably more than that sum to- 
ay, so that it will be possible to bor- 
row on the common stock, held by 
the chamber of commerce, a sufficient 
amount to meet the buildine expense. 

The letters Y. M. C. A. will be cut off 
the big stone arch over the entrance, 
and there will be substituted the 
words “Chamber of Commerce Bulld- 
ing.” 

The Ground Floor. 

The entrance to the building will re- 
main in its present position, though it 
will be refinished and modernized in 


every particular. In the hall in the 
rear of the wide staircase will be two 
modern electric passenger elevators. 

The ground-floor plan contemplates 
six stores—three on Pryor street and 
three on Auburn avenue. The present 
heavy stone arches will be cut ovt and 
replaced by modern store fronts vf 
plate glass and copper. 

On the first floor, also, at the rear 
of the entrance hall, will be a large 
public restaurant. The corridors and 
halls will be laid in terrazzo, and the 
finish of the entire building from the 
ground floor through the sixth story 
will be In mahogany. 

Chamber’s Quarters. 

The chamber of commerce will oc- 
cupy the second floor. Entrances from 
the hall lead both into the assembly 
room in the rear and the reception 
room in the front; while on the Au- 
burn avenue side are, first, the secre- 
tary’s office in the corner, communi- 
cating directly with the reception 
room; private office, fileroom, and 
three committee rooms opening into 
the corridor adjoining the assembly 
room. The assembly room is 63 feet 
long by 33 feet wide, not including 
the platform, which has a breadth of 
°4 feet. The reception room, just in 
front of the assembly room, has a 
width of 24 feet and depth varying 
from 26'to 36 feet. In case of an ex- 
traordinarily large meeting at any 
time, the reception room may be 
thrown into the assembly room,provid- 
ing large additional seating space and 
stil] leaving the platform in the line 
of sight of nearly half of those occu- 
pying the outer room. There will be 
a private cafe for the use of the mem- 
bers of the chamber of commerce, in 
addition to the public cafe already 
mentioned. 

The Office Ffoors. 

Above the floor odcupied by the 
chamber of commerce will be four 
stories devoted to offices. There are 
some slight differences in the floor 
vlan of these, but they are approxi- 
mately alike. On the third floor there 
are fifteen offices; four of these, one 
small and three large offices, front on 
Pryor street: four other offices face 
on the Auburn avenue side, while 
seven face upon the immense light 
shaft, 50 feet In length by 16 feet in 
width, extending from the third story 
to the top of the building. There are 
eleven offices on the sixth floor, the 
plan of this floor being nearly typical, 
with the exception that it is proposed 
to place there the kitchen and cafe for 
members. 

The basement of the building will 
be thoroughly renovated and left in 
its present condition, with the swim- 
ming poo] and locker rooms for future 
development, depending upon whether 
it is used by members of the chamber 
or leased to private parties.

The aver- 
age man in either selling or buying 
real estate the services of the 
expert real man as much or 
more than about to build re 
quires the an architect, or 
the sick man needs the advice of the 
physician, or the man in financial 
trouble the services of his lawyer. Ex- 
pert judgment ts cultivated by the suc- 
cessful] real estate man, and is an asset 
which he is able to convert into ready 
cash. 

“4 Integrity—The relation between 
the real estate man and his clients is 
one of confidence, and requires the ex- 
ercise of strict integrity on the part 
of the agent. The successful real 
estate man-~«of today succeeds by reason 
of the confidence placed in him by his 
clients, and he should absolutely 
honest in all his transactions, not only 
because that course is right, but also 
because honesty pays 

Must Ald Public Service. 

“5. Public Service—The ideal real es- 
tate man must be willing to spend and 
be spent in public service: he cannot 
afford to do otherwise It is his prov- 
ince’ to initiate reforms in citv gov- 
ernment. to further the ends of {us- 
tice and encourage better conditions 
of living for all in the community 
in which he lives. Just tax- 
ation, improvement of housing 
conditions for the poor, the creation of 
public parks, the making of cities 
more beautiful and more healthful are 
among the works for which the ideal 
real estate man spends freely of his 
time and money.

National Association’s Work. 


“Having sketched the ‘ided] real es- 
tate man and “aving outlined the lo- 
cal real estate board, 1 wish to call 
your attention to the ational Asso- 
ciation of Real Estate Exchanges of 
America, its origin and work and the 
relation in avhich it stands to the real 
estate men of the continent. 

“The formation of’an organization 
to include all tne real estate men of 
America was suggested by me at a 
gathering of men representing the real 
estate boards of St. Paul, Minneapolis, 
St. Louis, Chicago, Milwaukee, Supe- 
rior and Duluth—seven cities in all— 
at the latter city in the summer of 
1907, six years ago. The suggestion 
was favorably received and the St. 
Louis board was particularly active in 
forwarding the movement, Onthe rec- 
ommendation of St. Louisacall was is- 
sued by the boards of that city and 
Chicago for the first annual conven- 
tion, which was held in the latter city 
In May of 1908. 

“That convention was attended by 
representatives of nineteen boards, 
coming from thirteen states, the pres- 
ent organization was completed and A. 
H. Frederick, of St. Louis, chosen for 
the first president. Since that begin- 
ning the organization has steadily in- 
creased in numbers and influence un- 
til it now includes seventy-seven local 
boards in tuis country and Canada, 
with a total membership of 6,000 per- 
sons. Anexecutive secretary, the gen- 
lal and efficient Thomas 8S. Ingersoll, 
gives his entire-time to the work of 
the organization. Annual conventions, 
attended by the ablest real estate men 
of the continent, have been held in 
Detroit, Minneapolis, Denver and 
Louisville, and it has been demon- 
strated that the national association 
has an important place in the life of 
rea] estate fraternity and ig destined 
to become increasingly useful. 

Work for Local Agents. 

“Now what does the national asso- 
ciation do forthe localreal estate man 
and the local real estate board? 

“1. The national association is asort 
efficiency bureau for standardizing 
work of the )]ocal real estate men 
boards. For example, the execu- 
secretary gets word from some 
of 10,000 or more population that

Other 
boards may wish to iry the exclusive 
agency and multiple listing system, 
and the executive secretary is on call 
to supply all the needed data. The 
result of+such work is to raise the 
standard of efficiency anu etit®s of our 
calling in many cities of the country. 

A Clearing House. 

The national association is a sort 
of clearing house fof the exchange of 
ideas. At the annual convention pa- 
pers of practical interest to all real 
estate men are presented and discuss- 
ed by the ablest leaders of the pro- 
fession. It is a liberal education in 
real estate toattendand take part in 
one of these odnventions. The ex- 
change of ideas gives information 
which the wide-awake real estate man 
Can convert into dollars and cents in 
his vocation.

Harvie Jordan, Delegate From 
Georgia, Will Speak at The 
Hague Cotton Congress. 


Miss Carrie Porter, a dramatic s0- 
prano of distinguished ability. who is 
a recent acquisition to Atlanta mu- 
gical circles, will appear at the free 
organ concert this afternoon at the 
Auditorium-Armory with Dr. Percy J. 
Starnes, under the auspices of the At- 
lanta Music Festival association. 

The following brilliant operatic pro- 
gram is announced: 


To Harvie Jordan, chairman of the 


Agricultural finance committee of the 
Southern Commercial congress, has 
been delegated active charge of the 
assembling of the 100 delegates from 
all parts of the nation who will visit 
Europe to investigate rural banking 
systems and general agricultural con- 
ditions. 


This commission, which will consist 


of two or more members from every 
state in the union, representing the 
agricultural interests of this country, 
will sail for Burope on April 26, and 
will spend three months in studying 
conditions in Italy, Hungary, Austria, 
Germany, France and England. 

Indorsed by congress, by the presi- 
dent and the governors of the various 
states, the commission will be furthe! 
aided in its investigations by the 
American ambassadors and the official 
heads of the governments of the vari- 
ous countries visited. 

To Meet Italian Royalty. 

The delegation will go direct 
Naples, and reach Rome May 9, during 
the annual session of the International 
Institute of Agriculture. The King and 
queen of Haly will tender the dele- 
gates a reception at the palace upon 
their arrival at Rome. | 

The whole purpose of the American 
commission is to make a close personal 
study and investigation of the various 
methods pertaining to advanced scien- 
tific systems of agricultural produc- 
tion, marketing, finance and education, 
as these departments of rural life have 
been #0 highly developed in the lead- 
ing agricultural countries Europe 
during the past fifty years. 

Results of the labors of 
mission will be printed in pamphlet 
form and distributed largely by the 
federal government for the general in- 
formation of the farmers and business 
interests of the United States, and also 
with a view of organizing and formu- 
lating similar plans and laws to meet 
the needs and conditions of the farm- 
ers of this country. 

The commlissign will leave New York 
on the steamship Saxonia, April 26, for 
Naples, Italy. They will be in Rome 
from May 9 to 14, and will then make 
short visits to Milan, Cremona, Buda- 
pest and Vienna, before reaching Ger- 
many‘May 31. In this country the 
commission will remain for a month, 
except that a few subcommittees will 
make short visits to Denmark, Switzer- 
land, Belgium and Holland during that 
time. 

Cotton Congress at The Hague. 

At The Hague, from June 9 to 11, the 
Ninth International Cotton congress 
will be in session, and, since there will 
be many cotton experts in the com- 
mission, it is probable that quite a 
number will arrange to get to Holland 
at that time. 

Mr. Jordan, who has long been act- 
ively associated with the cotton indus- 
try in the south, is planning to be 
present at the international gathering, 
and states that Re expects: to have 
every delegate from the south who goes 
to Burope with the commission be 
present also. Among the principal sub- 
jects for discussion at this important 
meeting will be “Cotton Cultivation, 
With Especial Study of Egypt and the 
Soudan,’ and “The Artificial Damping 
of Cotton.” 

During the session of the congress, 
Mr. Jordan himself will deliver an ad- 
dress on “Tare, and Better Baling of 
American Cotton,” having been honor- 
ed with the invitation from the Inter- 
national Federation of Master Cotton 
Spinners and Manufacturers’ assocla- 
tion of Europe. 

On July 1 the entire commission will 
again gather and spend ten days in 
Paris, going from there to London for 
a week's stay, and sailing for New 
York on the steamer Cedric July 18.

ENEMIES OF BIG NAVY 
BEGIN FINAL ASSAULT 


Washington, February 22.—Center- 
ing their efforts upon cutting in half 
the appropriation for two battleships, 
opponents of a big navy in the house 
today began their final assault upon 
the annual naval appropriation. When 
the house adjourned tonight, after 
Zeneral debate on the measure had 
been in progress for six hours, the 
opposing forces compromised on a 
two-hour limit for continuation of the 
debate Monday. It Was practically 
conceded that the Dill, carrying $146,- 
618,364, would go through without 
change, except in the construction gec- 
tion. Leaders among the economy ad- 
vocates insisted that only one battle- 
ship would be provided for, but the 
progressive naval policy men cleimed 
to have enough votes to retain the 
provision for two. ; 

Representative Padgett, of Tennes- 
see, chairman of the naval committee, 
who voted against two battleships in 
the committee; Representative Moss, 
of Illinois, ranking republican mem- 
ber; Representative Hobson, of Ala- 
bama, and Representative Loud, of 
Michigan, and Representative Bates, 
of Michigan, spoke for the bill. Rep- 
resentatives Witherspoon, of Missis- 
sibpi, and Dies, of Texas, made lengthy 
speeches against it 

Representative Hobson declared that 
six battleships a year were needed to 
keep the United States in second place 
among naval powers, and that two a 
year were essential to enable the 
country to maintain a_ serviceable 
navy. He said individual provision for 
defense by each nation was the only 
guarantee Of peace; that “there is no 
court to determine what is interna- 
tional] law, and in the true sense there 
is no such thing as international law.” 

Economy democrats in the house 
declared today that they were peace- 
ably disposed toward the majority of 
the naval affairs committee, though 
insistent on a reduction in :

SIGHTLESS CHILDREN 
DRILL BEFORE TAFT 


New York, February 22.—President 
Taft this afternoon saw a play and a 
military drili py blind ehildren and 
other evidences of what modern teach- 
ing can do tor tnose who have lost 
their sight. Upon his return from 
Staten Island he dedicated the new 
“light house” erected by the New York 
Association for the Blind. 

President Taft laid the cornerstone of 
this building a year ago. It is both a 
club and a settlement house, where the 
blind may meet socially and receive 
instruction. One of the features is a 
library of books in raised type. 

The “light house” which the presi- 
dent dedicated is the new club building 
of the New York Association for the 
Blind in East Fifty-Ninth street. 

Miss Helen Keller sat at the presi- 
dent’s right. Joseph H. Choate, former 
ambassador to Great Britain, presided 
at the ceremonies. Blind boy scouts 
saluted the president as he entered the 
“light house” and acted as his guard 
of honor. 

The president declared he often won- 
dered when reading the constitution 
what blind persons thought of the text 
that ‘fall men are created free and 
equal.” In the sense in which that 
is generally understood, we are not 41! 
created free and equal, “equal in op- 
portunity,’ he said, and for the blind 
every effort should be made to bring 
about as near an equality of oppor- 
tunity as possible. 

“Those of us who are blessed with 
sight feel that those who have no sight 
have not been given a square deal. 

“The blind will be helped through 
the state and every other agency of 
modern life. We find in the course of 
attempting to help these unfortunates 
that can't see, that we do best for 
them when we offer them the oppor- 
tunity to help themselves—to apply the 
faculties they have in place of those 
they have not. 

“My friend, Mr. Choate, and [I have 
been the figureheads of this movement 
for the last three years. I want to 
testify, if only as a Roland for his 
Oliver, the pride that this country has 
in him. He is eloquent and sweet in 
his old age and he is growing younger 
every day for the inspiration of the 
whole country.” 

After the president left it was an- 
nounced that he had subscribed $500 to- 
ward paying the “light house” debt.

Many officials were gruff, the par- 
don attorney was a little aloof, and 
many things seemed to happen to 
dampen the ardor of Mrs. Springer in 
the pursuit of her mission in Wash- 
ington. But when she finally obtain- 
ed an audience with the president 
himself—ah, then, her misgivings van- 
ished like the dew before the summer 
sun. The president smiled—his fa- 
mous ‘““Bill Taft smile’—and when he 
promised to do “all that was in his 
power,” Mrs. Springer was ready right 
then to rest her case in peace. 

An answer to the pardon petition 
has been promised Mrs. Springer be- 
fore the expiration of the presiden- 
tial term on March 4. In the mean- 
time, Mrs. Springer will keep work- 
ing in Hendricks’ behalf. She has be- 
come convinced, she says, that Hen- 
dricks, who has a wife and four chil- 
ought to be turned loose and 
allowed to work—even if he did kill 
a man in Texas a couple of years ago. 
There were extenuating circumstances, 
but in spit of them, Hendricks was 
sentenced to hike imprisonment. His 
wife is living in Atlanta now, and 
his four children, from 8 to 12 years 
old, are all inmates of the Home of 
the Friendless, because there is no 
father to support them.

Mexican Rivers Does the 
Trick in the Tenth Round 
of the Scheduled Twenty- 
Round Bout. 


Los Angeles, February 22.—A deadly 
right swing four times repeated ended 
the scheduled twenty-round bout at 
Vernon today between ‘“Knockout”’ 
Brown, the New York lightweight, and 
Joe Rivers, of Los Angeles, with vic- 
tory for the Mexican before the end of 
the tenth round. 

It was the first defeat for the blonde 
German, whose sobriquet has been 
earned by the manner in which he 
had won scores of fights, and it was 
decisive. 

Five times Rivers sent Brown to the 
mat with his vicious right swing in 
the concluding round, three times for 
the count of nirie. The fifth time the 
referee ended the fight without count- 
ing. It was a sensational finish to a 
furious encounter in which Mexican 
and Teuton battled viciously from the 
opening gong. 

Brown’s Awkward Style. 

Brown's awkward style of milling, 
due to the fact that he fights lefthand- 
ed, was soon solved bjs Rivers, who 
blocked cleverly with elbow and open 
glove. Brown's best blow was a left 
drive to the body, which he used ef- 
fectively. 

Brown forced the fighting in nearly 
every round, but his open manner gave 
the Mexican many opportunities to 
punish him about the head. Punish- 
ment which would have stopped many 
only seemed to act as 4@ spur to the 
@asterner’s aggressiveness. 

Brown began leading in nearly every 
round. Sometimes Rivers would allow 
the German to do the fighting in the 
first minute, only to cut loose with 
both hands at a savage clip that clear- 
ly bewildered the New Yorker as well 
as punishing him badly. In the clinches 
Rivers had all the better of the mill- 
ing. 

Brown Rallied. 
taking a hard drubbing for 
five rounds, Brown came back strong 
in the eighth. A vicious rally in the 
last ten seconds by Rivers did not over- 
come Brown’s lead in this round.

They are filled 
with the same determination that put 
me where I am today. I mention this 
to show you what the boys tn a small 
town ean do if they become imbued 
with the spirit. 


Boy Was Expert Slider. * 


An incident that will show you how 
progressive, keen and alert these Roy- 
ston boys are I will relate. About two 
years ago in the spring when I was 
at my old home, I noticed a trim and 
active-looking boy who played short- 
stop on the team. He appeared to be 
too small and young to be holding 
down a position on the first nine. I 
was surprised to see him in the game 
that spring go racing down to second 
on a stealing expedition. The second 
baseman had the ball waiting for him, 
but he dove in with a perfect and most 
beautiful fallaway hook slide and was 
safe. Even many men who are play- 
ing in the major leagues today could 
not equal the slide this kid made. This 
boy had seen a major leaguer make 
the slide and had practiced it unt!l he 
was nearly perfect. 

My first suggestion to every boy who 
wants to be a major league player is to 
keep his ears and eyes open whenever 
he is near a minor or major star. Jot 
down in your mind everything that the 
Player says. Whenever the subject of 
his conversation is baseball, he is sure 
to drop some pointers that will be val- 
uable. Whenever the opportunity pre- 
sents itself, watch a major or minor 
league team play. Try to figure out 
for yourself the reason for every play 
in the game. It may happen that you 
will evolve some scheme for doing a 
thing even better than these profes- 
sional plavers., 

Don’t forget that the main theme of 
this first article is confidence and de- 
termination. In answer to the many 
queries as to what I consider the se- 
cret of my success as a baseball player, 
I say confidence and determination. 

My next article will deal with the ca- 
reer of a minor lcaguer and I will show 
how I had to fight to get into the pro-

LATTER DAY BOXING 
~~ HAS DETERIORATED 


Jim Corbett Blames. Public 
Taste for Decline of 
Fistic Stars. 


BY JAMES J. CORBETT. 
(Former Heavyweight Champion of the 

World. Written Especially for The 

Constitution.) 

New York, February 22.—(Special.)— 
Of late considerable newspaper space 
has been devoted to a revival of the 
much argued question, “Is boxing keep- 
ing pace in the matter of Improvement 


' with progress in other Hnes of sport?” 


The older writers, as a rule, contend 
that the sport from a scientific stand- 
point has deteriorated. while the 
younger element argues the perform- 
ances of modern exponents of the art 
of hit, stop and get away do not suffer 
in comparison with the achievements 
of the stars of former days. Recently 
I have received se, -ral letters with re- 
quests’ for a public expression of my 
opinion-on the subject. | 

I hope I will not be put down as a 
prejudiced old-timer when I say that 
in my opinion the quality of boxers has 
deteriorated in recent years. In point 
of science and skill, the stars of a dec- 
ade or two ago, and this applies to 
every class or division,: excelled: prés- 


ent-day boxers. 


Public to Blame.. 

For this condition of affairs the fol- 
lowers of boxing aré to blame to a 
great extent. The public taste has de- 
teriorated and along with it the class 
of boxing exhibitions. The boxer who 
brings into play the skill and science 
with which nature has endowed him 
and tuition has. deveioped, is given 
BCant encouragement and support by 
the present-day fight fans. 

The average modern Contest resolves 
into a question of which boxer lands 
the tirst ¢onvincing wallop. Wild 
swings and lunges are the order of the 
day. Let a Contestant attempt to in- 
troduce a_ bit of feinting, ducking or 
footwork, or other clever stunts, and 
the crowd howls for the “rough stuff.’ 
This does not tend to encourage bDox- 
ers or to improve the character of the 
sport. 

There are a few really good boxers 
in the game at present, but | am sorry 
to say they are in. the minority... Packey 
McFarland is,probably.the most skill- 
ful modern exponert af. the 
and ranking close to him are 
Gibbons, Freddy Welsh, Willie Ritchie 
and Jehnny Kilbane. 

But not to waste 
than necessary and as eVidence 
present-day boxers do not ciass 
the old-timers in point of skill, 
submit the nameS-of a few. stars of 
ten to twenty years ago in support of 
niy argument. 

The Old-Time Stars. °* 


In -the ranks of the heavies there 
were Pter Jackson, one of the great- 
est boxers who ever puiled on a@ glove; 
‘Bob Fitzsimmons and Kid McCoy. In 
the lighter divisions, Tommy Ryan, Joe 
Wolcott, Jack McAuliffe, Frank Erne, 
Joe Gans and George V1ixon were stars 
that in; brilliancy of performance and 
boxing skill have very few, !f any, 
equals at the present time. 

There is not. one really clever boxer 
among the heavyweights of today, with 
the possible. efception of Bombardier 
Wells; and he apparently lacks the 
stamina to ever become champion. 1 
do net except Johnson, Langford or 
Jeannette. The present. title-holde: 
is my idéa of the poorest specimen 
that ever sat on the throne of pugilism: 
Langford and Jeannette are not skill- 
fd] boxefs;, and. have acquired reputa- 
tions by beating second-raters. The 
McCartys, Willards and Palzers dre 
jokes and would not have attained the 
slightest degree of prominence ten 
years ago. 

Is there a.boxer in the ranks of the 
middleweight who classes with the 
Tommy Ryan of ten years ago? And 
where are the good welters of today” 
Mike Gibbons appears to dominate this 
class. Among the lightweights we have 
McFarland, Ritchie and Welsh, and of 
the trio onlv’ McFarland has ever 
shown skill that suggests he wotld 
have made.a fitting opponent for Gans 
or Erne had he been contemporary with 
those great artists. 

No George Dixons. 

Among the little fellows there are 
no George Dixens. At that there is a 
greater. percentage of good boxérs 
among the feathers than in any other 
division. Under this Classification we 
can include Jem Driscoll and he is 
practically a veteran; Kilbane anda 
Jimmy Walsh, of Boston, who Is a 
great. boxer, and has never been given 
the credit his record calls for. Welgh 
has, unfortunately for him, been forced 
to battle heavier mien, his best fighting 
weight being in the neighborhood of 
118 pounds, which fs just betwixt and 
between the bantams and the feathers. 

Comparisons of past performances 
with present-day achievements do not 
always prove. a-case one way or the 
other, but as sort of: connecting link 
Ketween the two generations, I believe 
l.am qualified to judge of the quality 
of the modern crop of. boxers, as well 
as that of the former stars of the ring. 
From a standpoint of boxing skill, the 
science of attack and defense, I do not 
hesitate to say that the game has de- 
tertoratéd a great deal.

Managerial Changes Hurt. 


Ill-timed changes of management 
also have damaged the team.

Peace and Deprecates 
Intervention. 
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New York, February 22.—President 
Taft, guest of honor at a peace dinner 
tonight, at which a medal] pre- 
sented to him in token of his services 
in the cause of universal peace, spoke 
frankly of conditions in Mexico as he 
viewed them, and declared for the ex- 
ercise of every possible effort in avoid- 
ance of intervention in the affairs of 
that republic. The medal, given by the 
National Institute of Social Sciences 
at the dinner of the American Peace 
and Arbitration league, was presented 
by Joseph H. Choate, former ambassa- 
dor to Great Britain. : 
The Case of Mexico. 
“Mexico for two years,” said Mr. 
Taft in his address, “has presented a 
very sad picture to every lover of his 
kind, to every supporter of popular 
government; to every man hopeful of 
establishing peace under a stable gov- 
ernment. But we must not despair. We 
mitst not, in a case like Mexico—for it 
differs from the Central American re- 
publics—take such action as shall give 
them to believe that we are moved by 
selfish purposes or arouse them to op- 
pose us.

Referring to the Monroe doctrine, he 
declared the United States ought to 
seek to prevent instability of all gov- 
ernments on the American hemisphere 
by attempting, in a peaceful way, to pre- 
vent “murderous” warfare.

“The idea of our getting into a fight 
with England and not: submitting to 
an international tribunal of arbitra- 
tion is so absurd,” he said, “that not 
even the statement of a reverend and 
senior senator can make me under- 
stand it other than jocosely.” 

Take the Will for the Deed. 

The president said in concluding his 
speech: 

“Friends, good night. I am going 
back to Washington to lay down such 
power as I have had—a power which I 
have been glad to exercise, whenever 
I could in the cause of peace. And I! 
leave you with the most cordial ex- 
pression for yovr appreciation of what 
I have done, and In taking the will for 
the deed.” 

Forty peace and civic organizations 
were represented at the dinner. Among 
the speakers were Henry Clews, presi- 
dent of the league; Domicio De Gama, 
the Brazilian ambassador; Job E. 
Hedges and Mr. Choate. 

President-elect Wilson, declining an 
invitation to be present, wrote: 

“It would be very gratifying to me, 
indeed, if it were possible for me to 
be present and play a part in express- 
ing the appreciation of the country for 
the consistent efforts of President Taft 
in behalf of peace.”’

Plow Driven by Self-Contained 
e Engine. 


-\ power-driven plow, behind whieh 
the operator walks, as with a horse- 
drawn plow, is a recent invention, de- 
scribed, with illustragion, in the Mareh 
Popular Mechanics Magazine. The 
power plant consists of a two-cycle, 
9-horsepower gasoline engine mounted 
between the handles and geared to two 
spiked drive wheels. The downward 
pull of the plow cutting its way 
through the soil holds the drive wheels 
to the ground and the spikes prevent 
Slipping.

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ATLANTA THREE YEARS BEFORE CIVIL WAR; 
_ SLAVE MARKET AND OTHER HISTORIC SPOTS 
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Oldest Photographs of Atlanta 
Ever Published Are Here 
Presented in The Constitu- 


tion. 


Here is an exceedingly interesting 
picture of the heart of Atlanta in 
1858-9—three years before the begin- 

ning of the hostilities of the civil war. 
' The large three-column picture at 
top is a view of the Whitehall street 
railroad crossing, looking toward 
Peachtree, and taken from the inter- 
section of Whitehall and Alabama 
streets. This is the space that is now 
spanned by the Whitehall street via- 
duct. 

The two-story’ building across the 
railroad on the right-hand side of the 
street was then known as the Rail- 
road* building, it containing some of 
the offices of the few railroads then 
centering in Atlanta. This property 
occupies the exact corner of the pres- 
ent eight-story Peters building. 

Just to the right of this building is 
to be seen the top of the three-story 
Trout House on Decatur street. 
WHERE STEINER-EMERY 
BUILDING STANDS. 

On the left-hand side of the streer, 
just at the back of the covered wagon, 
was a business building which after- 
wards became the National hotel, and 
the site of which is now occupied by 
the Steiner-Emery building. The up 
per story of this building was then a 
public hall, in which town meetings 
were held. Just over the window of 
this building are seen the letters 
“Con,” being part of the sign “Concert 
Hall,” painted around the building 
from the side to the Peachtree front. 

Just across the railroad on this side 
is to be seen the sign of “Barnes’ 
Drug Store,” which before-the-war At- 
lantans will recognize. 

Coming on up the street will be 
seen a most interesting building in 
front. This building was located at 
the place now between EFiseman Bros. 
and the George Muse Cloth'ng com- 
pany stores, and it was then the At- 
lanta slave market, where negroes 
were bought and sold. Upstairs over 
this building was the “china, glass 
and queensware’” store of T. S. Ripley, 
one of Atlanta's first crockery mer-

Next to the negro auction house is 
Geutebruck’s shop, in which jewelvzy, 
personal ornaments and a variety of 
other small things were handled, and 
in which watches were repaired. “The 
Atlanta Cigar Manufactory” was be- 
tween the slave market and the rail- 
road track.

New. York. February 22.—Twenty- 
nine full-blood Indian chiefs from 
western reservations, bedecked in the 
regalia of their rank, marched stolidly 
up the hill at Fort Wadsworth, Staten 
Island, today with their “great white 
father,” President Taft, and members 
of his official family. 

At the crest of the hill, the highest 
peint on the Atlantic coast between 
New York and Florida, they formed 
a silent group as the president up- 
turned a spadeful of earth, breaking 
ground for-the national American In- 
dian memorial, a 60-foot bronze stat- 
ue of an Indian warrior which will 
tower 165 feet above the. highest ele- 
vation around New York harbor, a. 
tribute to a vanishing race. 

The guns of the fort roared a na- 
tional salute of twenty-one guns at: 
the moment the president placed his 
foot on the spade. As he stepped 
back, Chief Hollow Horn Bear, of the 
Yankton Sioux, came forward from the 
group and upturned a second bit of 
earth with the thighbone of a buffalo. 
That done the chief replied with a 


Indian Folk Songs. 
As Hollow Horn Bear's voice died 


up a great flagpole nearbv to the 
rhythm of Indian folk songs, sung by 
the chieftains. When it reached the 
top the band broke out with “The Star 
Spangled Banner.” 


The gathering of the Indians marked, 


the last time perhaps that so many 
chiefs will assemble In the east. Most 
of them are between 75 and 80 years 
old. Some of them fought against Cus- 
ter, among those being Chief Hollow 
Horn Bear, who stands six feet four 
inches tall, and Chief White-Man- 
Runs-Him, more than 70 years old, tall, 
straight as a pine tree and one of the 
finest specimens of the Indian alive 
today. White-ManeRuns-Him was 
chief of the Custer scouts. Others were 
Chief Two Moons, 80, nearly blind and 
almost hidden by feathers, bespeaking 
his prowess, and Pretty Voice Eagle, 
of the Sioux, 70-odd, who carries in 
his body twenty-one bullets picked up 
in seventy fights and skirmishes with 
government troops and neighboring 
tribes. 

A distinguished gathering. witnessed 
the memorial exercises. The plan had 
its inception several years ago. The 
monument is being erected under au- 
thority from congress bv a committee 
of which Rodman Wanamaker is the 
head. 

Taft's Brief Address. 

President Taft's address was brief. 
“For two centuries,” he said, “the 
North American Indian has had a right 


ito be treated, not as a relic of pre- 


historic man, but as an existing force 
with great and immediate direct in- 
fluence upon the settlement and devel- 
opment of this country bw the white 
races.” . ; 

In his reply the Indian chief said 
that he and his companions.considered 
themselves from this day forward citi- 
‘zens of the United States. 

.“To the end of our days,” he said, 
“we will encourage our children to 
take the advice of the white man. We 
ask him to join us and help us get out 
of the rut in which we have existed 
so many years. We thought that when

WHISKY AND TOBACCO 
' GROW IN POPULARITY 


Washington, February 2?2.—Ameri- 
cans are drinking more whisky, smok- 
ing more cigars and cigarettes and 
chewing more tobacco than ever be- 
fore in history, according to latest tax 
returns to Royal E. Cabell, commis- 
sioner of internal revenue. 

From July to February 
has consumed 94,000,000 gallons of 
whisky, an increase of 5,000,000 gal- 
lons over the corresponding period the 
previous year; 8,500,000,000 cigarettes, 
an increase of 2,250,000,000; 4,500,000,- 
000 cigars, an increase of 250,000,000, 
and 250,000,000 pounds of smoking and 
chewing tobacco, an increase of 12,- 
000,000 pounds. These are record- 
breaking figures. 

In addition, drinkers of beer are re- 
suming their stride. During the fiscal 
year 1912 the consumption of beer fell 
off materially, but for the first seven 
months of the current fiscal year the 
people of the United States have drunk 
28.364,000 barrels, an increase of 1,850,- 
000 over last year. Drinkers, smokers 
and chewers thus are enriching the 
federal government. Internal revenue 
taxes from July 1 to date are $12,500,- 
000 greater than any previous record 
for a similar period.

‘Hello, what is all this I hear about 
condemning scores of tubercular dairy 
cows around Atlanta?’ asked‘an anx- 
ious person, stepping into the office of 
Dr. Peter F. Bahnsen in the state capi- 
tol. 

Dr. Bannsen is state veterinarian, the 
man who has discovered in his crusade 
against tuberculosis nearly 100 diseas- 
ed cattle in the vicinity of 
during the past few days. 

‘It simply means that the common 
people, the ultimate consumers, are 
going to get what 
is, clean, fresh milk from healthy cows 
—that’s all,” answered the doctor. 

Cleaning Up Georgia Datries. 
With this avowed creed, Dr, Bahnsen 
has set forth to clean up the dairies of 
the entire state of Georgia. The state 
board of health has declared it will 
co-operate with him in every effort to- 
ward ridding the dalries° of diseased 
cattle and insanitary conditions. The 
inspection of Atlanta dairies which has 
now been going on for over a week, 
has been alded to a great extent by the 
Atlanta health department, whose of- 
ficers and inspectors are also eager to 
protect the people from disease. 

“But there's nothing in this move- 
ment to alarm either the public or the 
dairyman who is in the business on 
the square,” said Dr. Bahnsen, and he 
proceeded to outline the present exist- 
ing conditions and his ideas as to 
remedies. 

“Clean. fresh milk from healthy cows 
is one of the greatest food products 
we have for the hale and hearty; for 
infgnts and invalids it is almost a 
necessity. Dirty milk, stale milk and 
| milk from diseased cows is a menace 
to public health and the sale is a 
crime against humanity. 

Many Infants Die. 
“Annualily thousands of infants and 
some adults are hurled into eternity 
via the contaminated milk route, while 
others are infected, but hang on dur- 
ing a prolonged siege of typhoid, scar- 
let fever, diphtheria or tuberculosis, 
some making only a partial recovery. 

“All of this can be avoided, and it 
should § be. It does not require an 
enormous outlay of. money nor any 
extraordinary degree of skill to pro- 
duce clean milk. Anv healthy cow 
gives pure, healthy milk, though there 
is quite a margin of difference in the 
percentage of butter fat of certain 
individual cows. But, and tnat is the

‘There are many ways for milk to 
become contaminated after being re- 
moved from the cow—for example, the 
'milker, the milk pail, the milk stool, 
‘the milk can, the barn, the milk house 
and its equipment. If any, or all, of 
these factors are insanitary or filthy, 
the milk becomes infected with various 
bacteria, living forms of dirt, which 
multiply very rapidly unless the milk 
is rapidly cooled to about 50 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

“These living bodies of ‘dirt’ will lie 
dormant in cool milk, but if milk is 
lallowed to warm to as much as 66 
|degrees, they begin to multiply rapidly. 
Some forms of the bacteria are not 
detrimental to the health of man—some 
even exercise a beneficial influence 
upon the intestinal canal and its con- 
tents. Others, however, are fatal to 
the consumer. 


Reasonable Precautions Needed 

“Reasonable precautions on the part 
of the dairyman will prevent the con- 
tamination of his milk, and he owes 
this effort to the man who buys the 
milk. Some of the dairles around At- 
lanta will compare favorably with the 
dairies of any other section, and our 
effort is to make them all just as 
good. 

“For some years it has been Known 
that some of the dairy cattle supply- 
ing Atlanta were infected with tuber- 
culosis, but no effort was made to 
remedy this evil. Had they been elim- 
inated two or three vears ago, the 
owners’ losses would have been far 
less. If this cleaning process is de- 
layed, matters will be still worse.” 

When Dr. Bahnsen was asked what 
disposal was made of the tubercular 
cattle, he described how the cows were 
ordered slaughtered when thelr bodies 
had general tuberculosis, and only the 
hides and tallow allowed used for com- 
mercial purposes. When the disease i» 
localized the carcass may, in some in- 
stances, be safely consumed for food. 
In such instances only parts of the 
carcass are condemned, the unaffected 
meat being passed for sale. Owing to 
the thoroughness of the inspection and 
the advantage to the dairyman wnrvu 
has “passed,” many owners of dairies 
around Atlanta have requested Dr. 
Bahnsen and the inspectors to. test 
their herds at the very earliest con-

After a few Moments of pensees s0m- 
bres, he dashed off with great speed. ' 
Bold visions of importation @irect’ 
from Atlanta floated before us, and| 
hopes had reached their zenith when’: 
our garcon returned, triumphantly | 
bearing a bottle and four glasses, and’ 
with many elegant flourishes, bravely | 
exclaimed: ‘Voila!’

TAX ON PROFESSIONS. 


Lawyers of Thomasville Say the 
Law Is Illegal. 


Thomasville, Ga., February 22.— 
(Special.)—Can the city of Thomas- 
ville collect the special Kcense tax 
recently levied by council on profes- 
sional men, including lawyers, doctors 
and dentists, ts a question that is be- 
ing much discussed here just now. 
This tax is for $12.50, exclusive of the 
state tax, and, as published in the 
minutes of the city council] this week, 
it has called forth an opinio. from 
the leading lawyers here that it canh- 
not be collected, though Mayor Luke 
says that he will collect it. 

The opinion as given out by sev- 
~eral prominent lawyers here is based 
‘on sections 2, 3 and 4 of the tax act 
of Georgia, 1909, and the same are 


codified in sections 918, $19 and 920 
of the code of 1910, which state, in 
conclusion: “No municipal corpora- 
tion or county authorities shall levy 
an additiona] tax on the professions 
and officials enumerated in this ani

All 
frames are made of heavy gauge tubing 
with double ‘D’ girder plate reinforce- 
ment running the length of the front 
reach tube. All joints have fish-tail 
reinforcements.

“Twenty-etght-inch wheels are fitted 
to all but the:small models, the latter 
being equipped, as before, with 26-inch 
wheels.

ANALYSIS OF GASOLINE 


There has been considerhble discus- 
Sion among Atlanta autoists recently 
as to the comparative efficiency of 
high and low gravity gasolines for 
use in automobiles. R. N. Reed, of 
the Reed Oil company, who is an ex- 

rt authority on both oils and gaso- 
ine, throws some interesting MUght 
upon this subject in an _ interview 
_— to The Constitution yesterday. 

ys Mr. Reed: 

“The companies having gasoline for 
Sale contend that the low gravity is 
the best because it contains a great- 
er gumber of heat units per gallon 
and a given quantity will run an 
auto further than the same quantity 
of a higher gravity. This would be 
true if automobiles were run on steam 
Benerated by the use of gasoline. 
However, automobile engines are all 
conetructed to get rid of the heat 
units, air chambers are so constructed, 
Water tanks, radiators and pipes are 
run through each engine to keep it 
cool. If it were true that heat units 
were essential to produce motive pow- 
er to drive a gasoline motor, they 
would be constructed to retain the 
heat the same as steam engines, thus 
faving the expense of equipping them 
with radiators and fana. 

“There is just as much difference 
in the explosive power of high and 
low gravity gasoline as there is in 
high and low grade gunpowder or 
dynamite, as it ig the explosive power 
that is desired and not heat units. 


The Boiling Point. 


“Again, the boiling point is fre- 
quently discusse® many claiming the 
lower the boiling point the greater 
the efficiency or explosive power. This 
would be the best test of all if the 
markets would guarantee any given 
quantity all to distill over between, 
Say, 135 and 150 Fahrenheit. With 
the mixtures they are marketing to- 
day they are unable to guarantee 
this, as they contain a smal] per- 
centage of light and medium and a 
large percentage of low grade. The 
boiling test they talk about is sim- 
llar to the heat unit argument, for 
the simple reason you can take 50 
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per cent of 60 degree gravity naphtha 
that boils at about 200, and 50 per 
cent of 67 degree gravity gasoline 
that boils, say, at 145, mix them thor- 
oughly under heat, then put into your 
tester and the mixture will begin to 
boil at 146; however, the heavier ends 
will not boil or distill over until the 
temperature is around 225 to 235 
which naturally makes this test to the 
novice valueless, 

“The power that drives your engine 
doesnot come from the heat units, 
but from the explosion of gasoline; 
therefore the gasoline with the heavy 
ends and-having greater heat units 
is less explosive than the lighter 
STavity and more volatile gasoline. As 
a matter of fact, the gasoline with 
heavy ends is a.resistance to engine 
driving power, 

“The investigations of DuLong, 
Favre, Silberman, Laplace, Clement, 
Despretz and other chemists of equal 
note give us these basic facts: 

“One pound of hydrogen. burned to 
water produces 62,535 British heat 
{more recently known to be. power) 
units. 

“One pound of carbon burned to 
carbonic acid gas produces 12,906 Brit- 
ish power units. 

“This establishes the fact that as a 
factor of power one pound of hydro- 
gen is equal to approximately five 
pounds of carbon. 


Analysis of Gasolines. 


“The following analysis of the two 
more commonly used gasolines will be 
interesting to automobile owners, as 
ey have never been published be- 
ore:

“Power units are power and as one 
power unit equals 778 foot pounds, and 
33,000 foot pounds equal one horse- 
power, the 68-70 degree gasoline pro- 
duces 11.46 more horsepower per gal- 
lon than is developed by the, lower 
gravity gasoline. 

“The use of a 68-70 degree gasoline 
has the advantage of creating a more 
rapid and perfect admixture with air, 
forming greater combustion and a pro- 
duction of power more regular than a 
lower gravity, also decreases the need 
of excessive cranking when the en- 
gine is cold and permits the longer 
use of the batteries after they have 
become weakened by use. 

‘If absolute freedom from carbon 
is desired, exercise care in buying 
gasoline, as poor gasoline is just das 
frequently the cause of carbon forma- 
tion as poor oil. 

“T have said enough about gasoline 
and it is to be regretted you cannot 
secure the same good quality as you 
did a few years ago. 

“Mr. Motorist, the next thing for 
you to do is to discontinue using cheap 
and inferior auto oils, buying from 
the companies with a reputation and 
who will guarantee to give you a 
strictly high-grade Pennsylvania oil. 
This will partially help you to over- 
come some of the troubles you will 
experience by using the inferior gas- 
oline now offered by some of the oil 
companies.”

“To my mind, the industry is in its in- 
fancy, and even the most sanguine ex- 
pectations of what the coming years 
will hold are bound to be surpassed 
by the actuality. 

“No one who has studied the growth 
of the automobile industry can doubt 
for a minute but that its growth has 
been more remarkable in many ways 
than that of any other industry in his- 
tory. In ten years the motor-driven 
vehicle has developed from a so-called 
freak to one of the most useful serv- 
ants of men. 

“One should not forget, elther, that 
this growth has been during the period 
of experimentation and education.

When 
you transmit power from one unit to 
another you waste a little of it through 
every reduction. In the unit power 
method of construction the motor, 
clutch and transmission shaft bLear- 
ings are perfectly aligned on one shaft 
and the power waste is very siight, 
if there is any at all.

Cugnot, a young French. army 
officer, conceived the idea of applying 
power to haul batteries of articlery in 
war. He figured it was possible to at- 
tain greater speed than by horses. So 
in 1769 he built a two-cylinder engine, 
ind mounted it on three wheels, with 
a drive on the single front wheel. The

However, the next name 
nears on record is that of Johnson 
Brothers, an engineering concern in 
Philadelphia; and here again a road 
vehicle is produced.

with those in this country spurred in- 
ventors there to construct power ma- 
chines to supplant horses. The initial 
efforts here also were road locomo- 
tives. In 1784 Murdock, assistant to 
Watt, built a ‘grasshopper engine,” 
with a single cylinder *% inch in diam- 
eter and a 2-inch stroke. It is said to 
have developed a speed of 6 to 8 miles 
per hour. 

One of the early leaders was Richard 
‘Trevithick, whowin 1804 tried out a 
mne-cylinder machine, only to give it 
up on account of the road conditions. 
He then confined his efforts to rail- 
ways. But the rails, he found, were 
not always laid on a dead level, and 
the adhesion of the wheels was too 
slight in attempts to ascend grades.

The next progressive step was taken 
by Williams and Edward Chapman, 
who patented an efght-wheel machine. 
Brunton struck out along another line. 
He incorporated a device that substi- 
tuted for horses’ legs by pushing the 
‘machine alternately from behind. 

But these attempts were crude be- 
side the engines completed in 1815 by 
George Stevenson. One of the objects 
| Which Stevenson sought to achieve was 
ithe equalizing of the dMve on 4ll four 
‘wheels. So he joined the front and rear 
axles by means of an endless chain. 
| One by one, engineers and inventors 
applied their skill to designing ma- 
chines that might conquer’ various 
problems. Walter Hancock built a ve- 
hicle that “exhibited perfect control 
in guiding, turning, stopping and back- 
ing.” Colonel Macerone and Squire en- 
deavored to render their machine fool- 
proof. They built one that was sald to 
have run for 1,700 miles without re- 
pairs. Ogle and Summers sought speed. 
Goldsworthy Gurney gave attention to 
the item of economy; he was able to 
regulate the amount of fuel consumed 
by his engine. 

The desire was strong to eliminate 
the inconvenience of slow travel by 
horses. Cost records were Kept to 
show that the expense of animal trans- 
portation of both passengers and mer- 
chandise was exorbitant. 

Among the pioneers in road locom ,y- 
tion Gurney'’s name 1s prominent. He 
bullt three machines. He operated 
them in 1831 on a regular schedule 
until, four months later, violent oppo- 
sition that took shape in excessive tolls 
forced him to withdraw. 

By that time railroads were consid- 
ered practical, and the building of rail 
locomotives was stimulated as never 
before. In America, in England, on the 
continent. railroad companies grew up 
and- multiplied. 

Battling against adverse road con- 
ditions and in the face of hostile leg- 
islation such men as Roper, Dudgson, 
Fawkes, Latta and J. K. “Fisher. in 
America, and J. Scott Russell, Boydell 
and others, in England, applied them- 
selves to producing successful road ve- 
hicles. 

A Notable Contribution. 
| A notable contribution was made In 
1871. by. Profesosr R. H. Thurston, of 
South Orange, N. J. He built two road 
steamers, applying in each the princi- 
ple of the differential gear to equalize 
the power of the engine on the wheels. 

Much was added to the fund of tin- 
formation that, with the substitution 
| of gasoline for steam, has been util- 
ized 

Even the crude machines of that pe- 
' riod had begun to prove their economy 
| over horses, for it is recorded that a 
power vehicle performed the work of 
i twenty-five horses at the cost of six.

There 
is. however, a number of the pioneer 
owners of motor trucks who have been 
thoroughly discouraged by the non- 
dependable service which their trucks 
have given. That is due to the ex- 
perimental stage of the manufacturer 
who started in the business on small 
capital and with no experience at all, 
many of which have gone into bank- 
ruptey for the lack of both capital and 
experience. 

Still are we to say that, for the rea- 
son of the first failure to build suc- 
‘cessful engines, we are not going 
'to ride on a train, or because the first

'as well send our horse-drawn vehicles 
‘to New York for our merchandise and

Dr. Soule’s statemeng of the outline 
ef the campaign to be waged in Geor- 
@ia for better agriculture by the 
Georgia College of Agriculture during 
the coming fiscal year is as follows: 

The college seeks through its board 
ef trustees for an increase of tts ap- 
propriations from $100,000 to $175,009.

fits maintenance funds of $25,000 a 
year. If this is given $19,000 will be 
weed to establish a degree course in 
weterinary medicine. The need of do- 
ing so is self-evident. Georgia must 
eradicate the cattle tick and educate 
@ generation of stockmen if she is 
to develop live stock industries com- 
mensurate with her needs and prepare 
the state through crop diversification 
to meet boll weevil conditions. 
School Must Expand. 

The remaining $15,000 is essential to 
provide additional teachers, jaboratory 
equipment and facilities to take care 
of the Georgia boys who desire to se- 
cure an education along agricultural 
lines. Unless it is granted the high- 
ly efficient staff which the college 
has developed will distintegrate and 
Georgia boys must be turned away 
from the institution because of its in- 
ability to care for them. Could any 
worse calamity befall the agriculture 
of the state? If there is one thing 
needed more than another at the pres- 
ent time it is leadership, and how 
shall we obtain this save through the 
work of the College of Agriculture? 
A renew'al of the $2,500 anpropriated 
for some years past for farmers’ in- 
stitutes and of the $3,000 set aside 
for the manufacture and distribution 
af hog cholera serum is asked for 
obvious reasons. 

An increase of $45,000 is sought for 
the extension department. Of this 
amount $20,000 is to be set aside for 
boys’ and girls’ clubs and demonstra- 
tion work: $10,000 is to be used for 
the soil survey; $5,000 for the estab- 
lishment of live stock breeding cen- 
ters; $5,000 for training teachers ! 
elementary agriculture and $5,000 for 
poultry husbandry. If the college se- 
cures these increases $55,000 will come 
to Georgia annually from federal 
sources. If not, this money will be 
withdrawn from Georgia and used in 
states that will provide the funds to 
meet the federal appropriations, 

To Teach Diversified Farming. 

Co-operative work is now being car- 
ried on by the college with bureau of 
Plant industry (the demonstration 
work), the bureau of soils and the bu- 
reau of animal industry of the United 
States department of agriculture. Of 
the funds asked for extension work 
$30,000 a year will go directly into 
demonstration work and the balance 
te disseminate knowledge and pro- 
mote iimes of agricultural development 
absolutely essemtial to prepare the 
farmers of Georgia to fight the bol! 
weevil successfully. The boll weevil 
cannot be overcome save through a 
diversified agriculture, a better un- 
derstanding of soils and fertilizers, the 
introduction of live stodk, the empha- 
gis of the poultry business, rotation 
of crops and the development of fruit 
and truck areas. The history of the 
boll weevil advance has proven this 
beyond a question of doubt. The col- 
lege; therefore, only seeks to meet, 
through the appropriations asked, the 


work and to hold! 
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offers of co-operation extended to it 
by the federal department of agricul- 
ture and to provide the farmers with 
the only adequate weapons for fight- 
ing the boll weevil successfully, name- 
ly, the development of a new type of 
agriculture in Georgia, 

Neighboring States More Liberal. 

If this money is appropriated as 
sought Georgia will be spending only 
$170,000 a year, or less than one- 
thirtieth of the state’s total income 
for teaching and extension demonstra- 
tion work in agriculture. Neighbor- 
ing southern states are doing much 
more than this and several of them 
have a demonstration agent in every 
county. For Georgia to lag behind in 
this matter is suicidal. The appro- 
priation sought is very modest, for 
unless the farmers’ interests can be 
protected every industry tn the state 
languishes. The funds sought will be 
used to defray necessary expenses 
listed under forty-seven distinct 
headings. The following accounts are 
maintained by the college: Salaries, 
postage and stationery, publications, 
labor, fertilizers, live stock, tools and 
implements, feeding stuffs, miscellane- 
ous, cotton school, dairy, ‘traveling ex- 
penses, agronomy, cotton industry, 
horticultural laboratory, forestry, 
farm mechanics, animal husbandry, 
chemistry, veterinary laboratory, li- 
brary, building and repairs, horticul- 
ture, grounds, field experiments, heat, 
bight and water, janitors and contin- 
gent. 

The following accounts are main- 
tained by the extension demonstration 
department: Salaries, regular account; 
salaries, demonstration account; poste 
age and Stationery, publications, 
equipment, traveling expenses, agro- 
extension, travel; agronomy ex- 
tension, equipment; animal husbandry 
extension; poultry extension equip- 
ment; soil survey, travel; soil survey, 
equipment; corn clubs, travel; corn 
clubs (general); canning clubs, travel; 
farmers’ institutes; contingent. 


350 Students Cared For, 

Surely the amount available under 
any one heading is extremely modest 
and it is remarkable that the college 
has been able to care for 356 stu- 
dents, maintain its staff of instruc- 
tors and promote such a variety of 
extension demonstration work with 
the very inadequate appropriations at 
its command. 

Georgia stands at the threshold of 
a new era and a redirection of our 
agricultural industries will alone en- 
able us to meet the bol] weevil suc- 
cessfully. Education for leadership 
can be promoted on the one hand and 
education through extension demon- 
strations for the safe guidance of 
the farmer On the other. 

The funds appropriated to the col- 
lege have added millions of dollars 
to the revenue of the state, The 
boys’ and agirls’ clubs constitute a 
good illustration of this fact. The 
funds given the Institution by the 
state have been paid back many times 
over and any funds appropriated by 
the incoming legislature will be “like 
bread cast upon the waters,” to be 
returned multiplied a hundred fold 
before many days.

Ravensworia, Va, February 18.—G. 
W. C. Lee, oldest sor of General Rob- 
ert E. Lee, formerly aide-de-camp on 
the staff of Jefferson Davis and pres- 
ident emeritus of Washington and Lee 
university, died here today, aged 80. 


Atlanta, Ga, February 18.—One of 
the noted figures of the civil war 
passed away quietly in a retired coun- 
try home at Kirkwood, a tiny Atlanta 
suburb, last night. Colonel William 
Oecar Mitchell, was General Robert B. 
Lee's courier, and who was aleo a 
member of the honor guard which es- 
comted Jefferson Davis in his flight 
from the capital, had been living for 
many years in tranquil retirement in 
the bosom of his family. He passed 
away quietly, after lying ill for about 
a month with paralysis. 

Colonel] Mitchell was one of the 
most daring officers of the confeder- 
acy. He was responsible personally 
a number of times for the capture 
union officers under sensational cir- 
cumstances, and once led a daring raid 
Which freed a number of confederate 
prisoners fromtheir northern catpors. 

Colonel Mitchell is survived by 
wife and one son, Hubbard, who 
now a student at the state university. 
The funeral will occur this afternoon 
from the residence, and the interment 
will be at Union Point. The General 
Clement A. Evans camp of United 
Confederate Veterans will act as an 
honorary escort.

Asked to state his view of what 
constitutes an objectionable film, Red- 
ford replied: 

“I prefer not to lay down any defi- 
nite rules at the beginning. It appears 
to me that there are certain obvious 
ways in which a certain film may not 
be suitable, in the form in which it is 
submitted to us here, for exh.bition in 
this country. I doubt if we shall have 
any trouble whatever over American 
films, the censorship in the United 
States is so perfect, but English and 
Continental] ideas regarding what can 
and cannot be represented in public 
differ so much that I suppose we shall 
have to use our discretion here and 
there, but even in such cases I be- 
lieve we shall be able to arrange mat- 
ters by the simple process of making 
cuts and that cases in which we ‘turn 
down’ a film altogether, as you say in 
a will be practically non-exist- 
» 

“I have studied the rules laid down 
by the censorship board in America 
most carefully,” Redford went on, “and 
have incorporated portions of them in 
the suggestions I have drawn up for 
the guidance of our board. I confess 
that, if anything, I find these Ameri- 
can regulations too drastic and think 
we can afford to be more lenient over 
here, but one suggestion strikes me 
as admirable, and that is the rule that 
no film that shows how a crime can 
be committed is to be exhibited in 
public. That is a most excellent idea 
and one that we shall enforce rigor- 
ously, 

“Of course the risk of giving offense 
in a picture drama is immensely 
greater than in the case of a stage 
Play,” the censor went on. “With 
action depicted on a film there can be 
no question of ‘thin ice.’ It is all so 
slap-dash and to the point. If a thing 
is done it is done, there is no cnance 
for the finesse of the stage.” 

At present the combination of Brit- 
ish film manufacturers which binds 
itself to accept Redford’s decisions 
represents ninety-five per cent of the 
entire trade in this country, and it is 
expected soon that every maker of 
films in the kingdom will have ac- 
cepted the censorship. Redford en- 
tered on his new duties on the first 
day of the year and at the present 
moment is being bombarded with let- 
ters from cranks all over the country, 
most of whom are perturbed in spirit 
over special films upon which they 
declare the censor should pounce forth- 
with, but a few of whom are simply 
religious enthusiasts who desire to 
give the new censorship their bene- 
diction.

first time I ever saw the girl the po- 
lice had taken her to the station house. 
They had found her under a neighbor's 
house, shivering from cold and ex- 
posure. The “Black Dutch,” the child’s 
mother, had, in a fit of rage, threatened 
her life and finally shut the door in 
her face. Many times thereafter I saw 
the girl on the streets late at night, 
wistfully looking into a motion pic- 
ture place. Once I saw her in the back 
of a delicatessen store with some young 
boys at an hour when she ought to 
have been long asleep. She had an 
organic trouble, but the mother would 
never consent to the simple. operation 
necessary to bring her back to health. 
Stupid, superstitious, cruel, she refused 
a doctor’s ministry and hated the girl 
because of her very malady. A year’s 
time elapsed. Home conditions proved 
intolerable; the city street lured her 
on. She was scarcely 16 when a wel- 
fare worker picked her up in a den 
of vice, diseased and helpless. The gir} 
was not bad; just weakened by the long 
strain of a friendless past and blinded 
by the harshness of a life void and 
barren of everything worth while. 

Ethel lived with her father, a brick- 
layer, An aunt lived with them and 
kept house. When the father was 
away the aunt invited men to the 
house and had beer parties. It was 
this woman who led her little 13-year- 
Old niece astray after she had befud- 
died the child’s brain with alcohol. 
This only led to further debauchery. 
Finally all parental authority was 
overthrown and she left home. The 
sight still fresh in the writer's mind 
of this chila-woman standing before 
the kindly judge of the children’s court 
as She pertly replied to his query as 
to her immorality. “Ethel, is this true 
what they say about you?” “Sure ts!” 
The judge meant only to do his best. 
What was there to do? 


Ellen Bell’s father had deserted the 
family years before. The mother ped- 
Gled soap for a living. There were two 
Other girls in the family, besides a 
brother, Ellen’s senior py two years. 
This boy had developed the drink habit 
and was sent to a county reform school. 
About the same time, Ellen became 
truant from school. On several oc- 
casions she was caught passing notes 
to boys in her class. The mother could 
neither read nor write, and Ellen’s 
teacher found her helpless to handle 
the situation. Finally an investigation 
was made. Ellen’s truancy was caused 
by her intimacy with school boys. It 
was further discovered that during the 
mother’s absence, men had been visit- 
ing the girl. Ellen was expelled from 
school. She went from one job to an- 
Other. Matters drifted along in this 
way for some time. The other day El- 
len was arrested with two other girls 
in a bachelor apartment, dead drunk 
and scantily clad. She had been gone 
from home for about two weeks. The 
court fine was paid by the impoverish- 
ed mother out of her meager wages. 
Ellen was just 15. 


Such cases as these are typical of an 
increasing class, 
them’? Every city of any size can 
duplicate any of these stories, taken 
from life. The courts are helpless to 
help these girls. Examine each case 
and you will find the trouble tnherent 
in the organization of the home. 
philosophizing about facts will not save 
the girls. The chaingange is no rem- 
eqy; a city stockade renders them only 
more hardened; reformatory—there is 
none in the whole state of Georgia. 
They need training for life—the thing

But his reputation as a cruel and 
vindictive partisan discredits that possibility. 

Sentiment against intervention in 
country is emphatic and widespread, except 
on part of those whose financial tatereme 
are directly affected. 

Congress, which alone has the power to 
order intervention, is strongly opposed to 
that policy, and the persistent effort of the 
Taft administration has been to preserve the 
status quo and nat take a step which would 
involve the next administration, and possibly 
the next generation.... . 

“Let them fight it. out,” says Senator 
Bacon, who will be the chairman of the for- 
eign relatiqns committee in the new congress. 
He said he thought too much of young Amer- 
ican men for their bones to be used to enrich 
the soil of Mexico, for no better purpose than 
to prevent Mexicans for indulging in the 
struggles which lead upward to established 
civilization. 

Of course, a situation might arise which 
under the Monroe doctrine makes us the 
lord paramount ‘of the western hemisphere 
and the guardian of its peace might impel us 
to take control of affairs. The possibility of 
such a calamity calls for the exercise of pru- 
dence and statesmanship. 

There is no doubt that under the Monroe 
doctrine we have obligations to meet. If 
there should be a direct attack on the Amer'i- 
can consulate by either force, or if Germany 
should call on us to preserve order or she 
will undertake to do so for the protection of 
her citizens and their interests, it would pre- 
cipitate a situation of the utmost gravity. 

Even those who express the belief that it 
will one day be mecessary for. the United 
States to assume control over Mexican 
affairs, when they appreciate the conse- 
quences of that act, will be willing to post- 
pone the evil day as long as possible. 


Brantley Locates in Atlanta. 

Representative William G. Brantley, of 
the eleventh Georgia district, will voluntarily 
retire from congress on March 4, having com- 
pleted sixteen years of continuous service 
and never having known opposition at the 
polls tn any one of his eight campaigns. 

In taking this step he is following in the 
footsteps of his illustrious predecessor, Henry 
G. Turner, who served sixteen years and 
voluntarily retired. 

In announcing his withdrawal, Mr. Brant- 
ley today made the following statement of 
his plans: 

“Tl am going out of public life to return 
to the active practice of my profession from 
which I have already remained away longer 
than I ever intended doing. ‘This does not 
mean that I shall cease to be interested in 
political and governmental matters, but only 
that my interest will be that of a citizen, and 
not that of an official. All good citizens 
should interest themselves in all govern- 
mental questions, and I hope to do my duty 
in that regard.” 

Few men in recent years have been more 
highly honored by his colleagues in the 
house, or won greater recognition for his 
legal ability and talent as a speaker. 

When he first came to congress he was

You contributed more to the common good 
than many of us have contributed in many 
years of service.

FOR THE FARMERS 


Golden Harvests Predicted for 
Georgia This Year by the 
State Entomologist, FE. Lee 
Worsham. 


A golden harvest for the farmers of 
Georgia during the approaching sum- 
mer is predicted by State Entomologis+ 
E, Lee Worsham, who has just returned 
to Atlanta from a trip which took him 
through the heart of south Georgia. 

“The farmers of Georgia,” declared 
Mr. Worsham, “are facing prospects 
that foretell a year of bounty for them 
equal, if not greater, than 1$11, when 
the state made a new record’ in the 
matter of agricultural production, re- 
sulting in an era of prosperity 
fits farmers had never before 
The condition of the various crops are 
fully two months ahead of last year, 
and in many places slightly ahead of 
1911 also. 

“With favorable weather 
from now on, Georgia's agricultural in- 
terests will bring a golden stream into 
the state this year, such as has never 
been known before, and the farmers 
will have at last, largely through the 
adoption of advanced methods of farm- 
ing. entered into the fullness of pros- 
perity for which they have been so 
tong striving.’ 

In speaking of the interest manifest- 
ed by the farmers in the work of his 
department, Mr. Worsham said: 

Farmers’ Meetings Held. 

“T left Atlanta to attend a series 
farmers’ meetings held by the state de- 
partment of entomology, where we dis- 
cussed especially the black root and 
the near approach of the boll weevil. 
We visited Valdosta, Nashville, Tifton, 
Ashburn, Cordele, Fitzgerald, Ocilla, Vi- 
enna, Oglethorpe and Butler, and never 
before have I seen the agricultural 
prospects brighter or the farmers them- 
selves more interested’ in the efforts 
of the department to introduce among 
them the most advanced methods of 
agriculture, 

“These. meetings were held 
purpose of getting in touch 
many farmers and. business men 48 
possible, who were interested in the 
gen<sel welfare of their respective sec- 
tions. and more especially in the ad- 
vancement of the agricultural interests 
directly around them. We succeeded tn 
securing larger attendance at these 
meetings than I have ever seen, with 
the possible exceptions of the meetings 
held in connection with the trips of 
the special agricultural train. 

“In county we organized cot- 
ton breeders’ clubs, to work in cone 
nection with the state department of 
entomology in breeding new types of 
cotton, resistant to the black root and 
the boll weevil. We do not, of course, 
expect to produce a type of cotton im- 
mune to the: boll weevil, but we do 
hope to perfect an early maturing 
type which we have produced _ that 
will, to a large extent, escape the rav- 
ages of the boll weevil. 

“Active farmers have elected 
to head each of these clubs, and 
there is every reason to expect splen- 
did results from their efforts. The de- 
partment of entomology will supply 
each farmer with from one to two 
bushels of seed cotton to plant on 
@reas infected with the black root, and 
also with a small quantity of seed of 
hybrid cotton with which to éxperi- 
ment on a Small scale, such as, for in- 
stance, a hybrid obtained from cross- 
ing long staple Egyptian cotton with 
Dixie short staple. 

Beginning Fight on Boll Weevil. 

“The special work of these clubs, 
however, will be in the production of 
early maturing cotton to help in the 
war against the cotton weevil The 
weevil will enter Georgia for the first 
time this summer, and in 1914 wil] be 
a serious problem in some of the coun- 
ties of southwest Georgia. The near- 
est approach of the weevil to Georgia

The weather 
have been ideal and the farmers 
taken full advantage of this, with the 
result that we are fully two months 
ahead of conditions last year, and up 
to the pace set in 1911, when Georgia 
raised her bumper crop.

The recent movement on the part of the state of Texas to honor the 
memory of the Georgia girl who designed and made the first “Lone Star” 
flag by removing her body to the state cemetery at Austin, Texas, and there 
erecting a monument to her memory, and placing her portrait in the state 
capitol, is of especial interest to all Georgia. 

That the state of Texas has a lone star for its emblem is known far and 
wide, and that this star was originally emblematic of a single province 


seeking freedom 
the design of the lone star.

But just why the “Lone Star” was chosen 


by Texas is an historical fact that is of interest to every patriotic American, 
to the state of Texas, and especially to the citizens of Georgia, when they

Of the early developments 
gia’s part in that historic event, John 
Cc.

“A public meeting of the citizens of 
Macon was ‘held on November 12, 1835, 
and was addressed by Hon. Robert Au- 
gustus Beall, mayor of the city; John 
Rutherford, Samuel Strong and others 
in advocacy of the claims of Texas 
upon the people of the United States 
for aid in their struggle for indepen- 
Gence. Lieutenant Hugh McLeod, of 
Macon, recently from the military 
academy at West Point, addressed the 
meeting in a spirit-stirring appeal, 
pledging himself to resign his commis- 
sion and embark as a volunteer, say- 
ing the struggle of Texas needed 
soldiers and not resolutions; that ‘we 
should tender her our persons and our 
arms on the contested fleld, and that 
these would best express Our sympa- 
thies in her behalf.’ Captain Levi 
Eckley, of the Bibb county cavalry, 
presided over the meeting, with Simri

The news of the activity of the Ma- 
con citizens in behalf of Texas spread 
as quickly as was possible in those 
days, and when the news reached 


Knoxville, twenty-five miles west of

When the Flag 
Was Born. 


Money was collected and provisions 
prepared, but there was one citizen of 
that village who not only thought of 
the welfare and comfort of those brave 
men who were to march such a long 
distance, but she also realized that 
they needed a flag, so this thoughtful 
and patriotic citizen, Miss Joanna E. 
Troutman—for that was her name— 
took two of her silk skirts, designed 
and made the Lone Star flag, which was 
not only to play such an important 
part in the fight for freedom for 
Texas, but which was afterward adopt- 
ed as the state's official emblem, and 
became known and honored the world 
over.

Upon the occasion of the unfurling 
of the flag, the following lines were 
composed and dedicated to Miss Trout- 
man, and were subsequently published 
in The Telegraph and Register, then 
printed at San Felipe de Austin:

At Velasco the Georgia men were 
formed into a battalion of five compa- 
nies. The officers were: William A, 
Ward, major; William J. Mitchell, sur- 
geon; Daniel I. Holt, quartermaster, 
The captains were: W, A, O. Wads- 
worth and ——Tichnor, of Columbus; 
Uriah J. Bullock, of Macon, and James 
E. Winn, of Gwinnett. After several 
successfu] battles with the Mexicans,

the battalton joined the command of 
Colonel Fannin, and formed a regi- 
ment, electing James W. Fannin colo- 
nel,and William Ward lieutenant colo- 
nel. The regiment was ordered sta- 
tioned at Fort Goliad, and it was here, 
on March 8, that news was received 
from Washington, on the Brazos river, 
then the capital of Texas, that the in- 
dependence convention, then in session, 
had formally declared that Texas was 
mo longer a Mexican province, but a 
free and independent republic. When 
this thrilling news was received the 
beautiful “banner of the lone star’ was 
hoisted, and allday amid the patriotic 
music of fife and drum, and the roar 
of artillery, it waved the message of 
freedom which had just been received. 
At sunset, when the attempt to lower 
the colors was made, by some mis- 
hap, the banner became entangled in 
the halyards and was torn to pieces. 


Martyrs to 
Freedom, 


After five days at Goliad the battal- 


several battles with the Mexicans, 
both Ward and Fannin were forced to 
surrender, conditionally, that they 
would return to Goliad and after eight 
days, he allowed toreturnto the United 
States. On the ninth day, being as- 
sured thata vessel was in waiting at the 
riverafew miles distant, to transport 
the soldiers to New Orleans, Fannin 
and Ward marched their men out of 
Goliad in single file, the Mexicans be- 
ing stationed on either side of them 
along the road.- They had proceeded 
only a few miles when an order was 
Ziven for the Mexicans to open fire 
upon the prisoners. Nearly every man 
fell, and it is said that less than a 
dozen men of the entire regiment es- 
caped. Of the Georgtans we have rec- 
ord of only two who escaped; one was 
Samuel G. Hardaway, of Macon, who, 
after a perilous journey, returned to 
Georgia. Mr. Hardaway wags after- 
wards a prominent merchant of Mont- 
gomery, Ala, and a gallant officer in 
the confederate army; the other Geor- 
gia man who escaped was John Spil- 
lers, of Crawtord county, who returned 
to Georgia, and whose son is now liv- 
ing in Crawford county. According 
to the escape, as related by Mr. SpilH- 
ers, and as told by members of his 
family, he, with the other men who es- 


fled, thus making their escape. 

This is known in history as “Fannin’s 
massacre,” and it typified the treachery 
and barbarism of the Mexicans. Here 
ended the lives and careers of the hun- 
dred and fifty men who marched from 


fight. It is not definitely known if the 
“lone star flag” was lost in this mas- 
sacre, or if it was utterly destroyed 
on March 8, when being lowered at 
sunset. One writer says that when 
Fannin evacuated Gollad the remnant 
of the flag was stil] fluttering: so it 
appears that the flag was lost sight of 
at Goliad.

Atlanta Man 
Buys Elmwood. 


After the death of the Troutmans, 


“Elmwood” became dilapidated. Twelve 
years ago Mr. Stdney H. Phelan, of At- 
lanta, came into possession of the 
plantation, and put Miss Troutman’s 
grave in order. In remodeling “Elm- 
wood,” he left two front rooms just 
as they were during Miss Troutman’s 
residence there. Quite a number of the 
elms still surround the home. 

At Knoxville, the “Inn,” where the 
presentation of the flag was made, is 
still standing, and is known as the 
Harris hotel, and, except for the 
changes wrought by time, it appears 
as it did the day of the presentation. 

Recently Mrs. Cornelia H. Brown, of 
Fort Valley, wrote Governor Colquitt, 
of Texas, of Miss Troutman, and sug- 
gested :that a monument should be 
erected over her grave. Governor Col- 
quitt, who is a native Georgian, then 
suggested that the body of Miss Trout- 
man be removed to the cemetery at 
Austin, where the state would erect 
a monument over her grave, also would 
a portrait of her be placed in the state 
capitol.

The Flag 
Utterly Lost. 


The impression has gained currency 
in Georgia that a flag staff preserved 
in the museum at Austin, Texas, is the 
}one made by Miss Troutman, but we 
are advised that the remnants of a 
flag in the Texas museum is not the 
one made by Miss Troutman. Texas 
historians say that the Georgia “lone 
star flag” was destroyed at Goliad, and, 
as far as they have been able to as- 
certain, not a vestige or a relic of it 
has been preserved, We also learn that 


flag cannot be credited to any one per- 
son; this flag originated in several 
places at about the same date. 

There are several coincidences con- 
nected with the history of Miss Trout- 
man that are worthy of mention:

I am so sorry that Georgia has per- 
mitted her remains to be moved from 
her own beloved county and state... Her 
grandparents, her father, mother and 
brothers lived, died and are burted 
there; her loved ones are all buried 
there; she lived and died and was 
buried there, too; and if her grave was 
neglected it was not more so than the 
graves of her own loved ones, 

Yes, Texas can hang a life-size pote 
trait of her in the capitol building of 
that state: she could have erected @ 
monument minus a grave, as 80 many 
have been honored in that way in the 
past. 

I know full well she would not have 
consented to be taken from her own 
loved ones, though tn neglected graves 
in dear old Georgia, and sleep her last 
sleep among strangers.

An Early Texas Flag. 


(From The San Antonio Express.) 

A pretty sentiment is embodied in 
the movement which Governor Colquitt 
has proposed to give appropriate 
recognition to the memory of Joanna 
Troutman, the Georgia girl who made 


lingly contribute 


and presented to the Georgia battal- 
ion, then on its way to Texas to join 
in the war for independence, one of the 
flags carried during the war, and 
doubtless the peopte of Texas will wil- 
if they are called 
on, to a fund to suitably mark the 
lonely and almost forgotten grave 
wherein she lies. 

It is probable, also, that there will 
be no objection to the governor’s pro- 
gram to bring the remains to Texas 
and reinter them in the state cemé- 
tery, though since she was a Georgia 
girl and was buried in her native state,

this might not seem quite appropriate, 

It was a very pretty and a very 
appropriate flag that was made by the 
Georgia girl, and it was carried 
through stirring scenes by the brave 
men who were its custodians, but it is 
not the Texas flag now in use and 
which, from the time of its adoption 
as the national emblem by the Texas 
congress in January, 1839, was the 
recognized standard of the republiie 
until it was losvered in February, 1844, 
o give place to the Stars and Stripes

The flag made by Miss Troutmap 
was of plain white silk with a blue 
star of five points on either side and 
bearing on one side the inscription, 
“Ubi libertas habitat, ibil nostra patria 
est,” and on the other side, “Liberty op 
Death.”

soldiers to Texas, being first unfurled, 
probably, at Velasco. Shortly after 
its arrival in Texas the flag was taken 
to Goliad, where, upon receipt there of 
news from Washington on the Brazog 
that the independence of Texas had 
been proclaimed, it -was hoist March 
8, 1836, over the old fortress of l@ 
Bahia, and in lowering it at sunset of! 
that day its folds became entangled ip 
the downhaul and it was so badly torn 
that it could not again be used. It fig 
said, however, that a portion of the 
torn banner remained attached to the 
flagstaff over the fortress and was 6 
mute witness of the massacre of Pane 
nin and his men. 

The career of the flag was brief, but 
it was never trailed in the dust, and 
had it not met with misfortune it 
might have become the emblem of the 
new republic. Anyhow, it had a part 
in the struggle for tndependence ig 
Texas and filled a place in the evoju- 
tion in the flag which finally became 
the recognized standard of the nation 
and the lone star of which fs f nillar 
to every Texas school child, and & 
would be a graceful act if Texans were 
to suitably express their appreciation 
of the motive which prompted the 
Georgia girl who now fills an ume 
marked grave.

In conversation the other day with a 
friend of mine who has retired from 
the road at the end of about forty 
years experience as a traveling sales- 
man I got this statement: “When I die 
I want my children to put this epitaph 
on my tomb: ‘A Failure in Life Brought 
About By Frequent Changes of Posi- 
tion.’ In the outset, I wish to make it 
Plain that I do not believe that any 
traveling salesman should remain with 
any firm which does not treat him fair- 
ly, but I would urge the primary im- 
portance of the salesman knowing 
when he {fs treated fairly.” 

In his conversation my friend said 
that in early life he went on the road 
for a firm, and they gradually raised 
his Salary until it was large enough. 
“But I thought it was not,” he said: 
so I left this firm and went with an- 
other, and so on unt!! my customers 
formed the opinion of me that I could 
not hold a position. So my life as a 
traveling salesman has not been what 
it should have been.” 

Now, I am sure every traveling 
salesman will agree with me that many 
men in our profession ruin themselves 
by frequently changing their positions. 
A man may be a very ordinary sales- 
man, but if he continues to call on his 
trade from the same house his cus- 
tomer will soon come to the conclusion 


Or his house would not keep him as 
long as they do; he gains a certain 
amount of prestige, which is a great 
‘factor to him tn Selling his goods. A 
Salesman said. to me not long since, 
which was selling a specialty line of 
goods, that he called on a customer 
whom he had sold once, but on his re- 
turn the merchant said: “While I liked

your goods, and I think they are the 
most satisfactory I ever handled of 
their kind, I never see a man but one 
time in the line you handle, and I 
naturally never expected to see you 
again; but, if you intend to keep com- 
ing, I will give you my business in this 
line.” Which he hag since done. Think 
for yourself a moment: Suppose you 
were in business, and suppose the 
traveling salesmah called on you every 
year with a new line of goods, would 
you not lose your exhalted opinion of 
him? Down in your heart, would you 
not ask yourself the question, “Why 
does he change so often?” Every man’s 
earning capacity as a salesman is 
gauged by the amount of business he 
produces, and, all things being equal, 
the salesman who gets the largest 
amount of satisfactory business is the 
salesman who makes the largest sal- 
ary. This being true, it is important 
that we conduct ovr personal business 
matters In such manner as to make 
our sales larger and our earning ca- 
pacity greater. This, I am sure we all 
agree, cannot be accomplished by 
building up new Hnes every 
Every salesman who !{s successful must 
know his line has value. He must 
know, further, that he cannot ship by 
misrepresentation and build up his 
business. His work must be common- 
sense and legitimate. S8o, as a sales- 
man, put the same interest in selling 
your time. Ninety per cent of our suc- 
cess in life comes from the practice of 
staying with the same firm and selling 
the same class of goods.

Salesmanship. 


There are many types of successful 
salesmen, and it is probable that no 
two commercial travelers follow the 
;same methods of going afterand hand- 
ling their trade, But it is possible to 
classify salesmen into two broad di- 
visions. One of these is the brilliant, 
convincing talker, who goes to cal] on 
a man, convinces him of the desirability 
of an order placed with his house and 
closes the contract while the man is in 
the proper shape of mind, irrespective 
'of how he may feel later, on more ma- 
‘ture consideration. This class of sales- 
man is the ideal for a specialty man 
| who will probably not come over the 
same territory again. 

But the second class of salesmen are 
the backbone of the calling, and it is 
by their work and the reputation they 
jhave secured that traveling salesmen, 
as a Class, have won the splendid repu- 
tations for themselves which they to- 
'day enjoy. These men do not depend 
upon their individual brilliancy for 
| their business. They do not try to daz-

they carry a small filing system with 
them and put down the name of the 
prospect, with all data bearing on the 
case, and follow up and work and keep 
steadily after the account. Some day 
the account comes, and so their busl- 
ness grows. The other type of sales- 
man would have forgotten all about 
the prospect a few days after the first 
turn-down, and never thought of him 
again until some day when he heard 
that the merchant had bought goods 
from a rival house, and then he would 
blame the merchant for “preference,” 
and talk of his own “hard luck.” 


The Retail Merchant. 


A point which the would-be success- 
ful retailer should never overlook is 
the necessity of having a simple and 
effective system of pricing his goods 
so that, no matter what the amount, or 
which clerk waits on a customer, the 
price charged will always be the same. 
This applies particularly to a store 
where there are vast numbers of vari- 
ous small articles, such as a drug 
store, or book and stationery house. 
There is nothing that will anger a cus- 
tomer more than to be charged differ- 
ent prices for the same goods. The 
customer will always believe he was 
overcharged on one occasion. The pos- 
sibility that he was undercharged will 
never enter his head. 

The retaller who has a number of 
clerks working for him should make a 
note for a few days of how much of his 
own time is taken up with answering 
the questions asked him by his clerks 
relative to the price of given articles. 
He will be astonished at the amount of 
time and energy it requires. To remedy 
this evil the first factor which comes 
up for consideration is the old problem 
of the personal interest of the clerks. 
To secure good results in the retail 
store, the first and most important 
thing for the proprietor to look out 
for ls the co-operation of his assist- 
ants. Get the clerks enthusiastic about 
the business. Secure their hearty co- 
operation to make a success of it; ‘and 
the hardest part of your task is ac- 
complished. 

But, granting that the olerks in the 
store are willing and doing their ut- 
most, they cannot possibly gain this 
full information about the prices with- 
out some means of securing it. Some 
kind of a system is essential, and the 
details of this system will have to be 
left largely to the individual man to 
work out for himself. It is impossible, 
or at least undesirable, to mark the 
goods with their price in every in- 
stance. The retailer must work ont 
some form of a card reference system 
to which the clerK can refer at a 
moment's notice, and at a glance see 
the correct price of any article in the 
store. It igs absolutely essential to the 
continued success of any business that 
all prices shall be fixed beyond danger 
of mistake upon the part of a careless 
or green clerk. Let the retailer always 
remember that the customer who is 
charged different prices for the same 
staple article will always believe that 
he has been cheated some time, and 
that one customer who has no confi- 
dence in the store can do more harm 
than a score of perfect clerks can rem- 
edy in twelve months. 


Publicity Pointers. 


When the man who has decided to 
advertise has mapped out his campaign, 
the next big question that confronts 
him is the writing of his copy. The 


three big things to be considered in the 


writing of an ad are, first, to attract; 
second, to interest, and, third, to con- 
vince. ‘ 

To attract the reader's attention, 
there is nothing better than a good 
design or picture. But do not let the 
artist be the whole thing in the ad. Get 
a good picture that the readers can as- 
sociate in their minds with the product 
you are desirous of selling. If you are 
selling a food product, try and get a 
picture that will make the mouth 
Water. If it is a drink, endeavor to 
make your readers thirsty when they 
see your picture, and if it is an auto- 
mobile, make ‘them long for the open 
road and the fresh country. The next 
thing to be considered is the “catch 
line” which you will run at the top of 
your ad. This must be startling and 
attractive enough to interest the read- 
er sufficiently to cause him to stop 
and read your advertisement after he 
has been attracted to it by the picture 
or general appearan of it in the first 
place. Then comes the question of the 
wording of the arguments you are 
going to use to convince the reader of 
the desirability of your product. 

First of all, know the thing about 
which you are writing. If you are go- 
ing to write an advertisement for 
stoves, you should be familiar with the 
particular factory in which the stoves 
you are writing about are manufac- 
tured. Stay in the factory and study 
and watch until you feel that you are 
the “soul” of the business and its char- 
acter. Then go off and write your ad. 

In the wording of an ad, make the 
Sentences as short and concise as possi- 
ble. A long sentence does not belong 
in an advertisement. It must be snap- 
py and to the point, and carry enough 
force behind it to make the reader re- 
member it and think of it after he has 
forgotten the rest of the periodical he 
was reading. Do not say too much. 
Many an ad has been spoilt because 
the writer was so wrapped up in the 
cleverness of his own word-juggling 
that he used the space at his disposal 
in an effort to show what a clever com- 
mand of the English language he had, 
and how he could twist his sentences. 
Always remember that the advertise- 
ment which mildly amuses the people 
at the time will not stick in their 
memories in a way which will cause 
them to buy your goods because of It. 
The ad which will bring results ts the 
one which shows the advantage and 
logic of buying the goods in such a 
convincing manner.that the reader 
must be convinced, whether he fs look- 
ing for the ad or not.

the payment of the account falls due. 
This ia the length of time that will be! 
required for the buyer to realize the 
cash on his sales of the goods. When 
this length of time is exceeded much, 
it is time for the credit man to investi- ; 
gate the account and see that he knows 
very thoroughly the position of the | 
debtor. This rule holds good all down 
the line, and is equally true of the man- | 
ufacturer, the jobber and the retailer. 

Let us suppose that the season for a, 
certain class of goods is from April 1 
to June l. The manufacturer may pur- 
chase his raw material in July of the 
previous year, and in that case there 
is nothing out of the way in his asking 
for twelve months’ credit, because he 
cannot possibly realize on the goods he 
is going to make until they have got- 
ten into the consumers’ hands. He. may 
have enough capital to carry him, and 
to pay for this material on the money 
he has collected for his last year’s bus!- 
ness, but this is not always the case. 
Next we will suppose that the manu- 
facturer ships the finished product to, 
the jobber in the latter part of Decem- 
ber or early in January. The correct 
time for him to allow the jobber on 
that bill is about six months—until 
June 1. when the money is starting to 
come in from the sales. Then the job- 
ber ships the goods to the retailer in 
March, and he must give the retafler 
sixty or ninety days for his money to 
come in.’ Then, if the retailer is doing 
a credit business, he should base his 
time to his customers on the periods 
that they have between the receipt of 
money. If Mrs. Smith’s husband is a 
salaried man, who gets his money 
monthly, she ought to pay her bills 
monthly, because the household neces- : 
sities she has purchased are the sup-| 
plies which have made it possible for 
her husband to keep himself in fit con- 
dition to still earn his salary. In other 
words, it is the raw material which he 
has put into the business of “himself, 
and which he has taken out again in 
the shape of salary. 

Then, when Mrs. Smith pays the re- 
tailer, when the rtailer pays the job- | 
ber at the end.of his ninety days, when 
the jobber pays the manufacturer at 
the end of his six.months and when the 
manufacturer pays the raw material 
producer at the end of twelve months, 
each one has gotten his bills paid at 
the time when he had a right to expect 
it—-when the entire transaction, in 
which he is only a link, has been com- 
pleted, and the goods have fulfilled the 
final purpose for which they have been 


handled.

The money he is 
paying to your name !s going to an 
altogether different fellow than he 
thought it was, and it is up to you to 
either gee that the right man gets on 
the job or else stop obtaining money 
under false pretenses.

(INSTRUCTION )—Fold the paper across the page half way between the two charts and place one of the charts 
at right angles to the keyboard of your piano or organ so that the small white letter D with a dash above it at the bot- 
tom of the chart is directly over the Key D on the keyboard. The other white spaces in the chart will then be over the 
white keys and the black spaces over the black keys. Each series of letters on top, middle and lower section repre- 
sents a chord. When playing these chords begin at the top section and play the white letter with the left hand, it be- 
ing the bass, and afterwards the black letters on the same space simultaneously with the right hand, making the har- 
mony desired. Then play the letters on the middle space in the same manner, followed by those on the bottom space, 
return to the top space, forming a complement of chords. 

Turn the folded paper from right to left and use the other chart, which will then appear right side up in the 
same way. The small white letter D with a dash above it on the lower space is only to indicate position, and should 
not be played.

_@eding the next lesson, the chords shown here should be played over and over again until you memorize them and can

Memorize the letters also, so that instinctively hereafter you will recall what letters or keys make up the various 
chords. A knowledge of the chords of keys in which music is composed is the foundation stone for future skill in read- 
ing music fluently. These charts have figured out for you a chord in the key of D (two sharps, every F and C made 
sharp), and also a chord in the key of B minor, relative of D major. All that you have to do is to learn'them. You 
will find after learning them that you will be able to play easy and simple accompaniments in these keys to the melodies 
you or your friends sing. This will be a constant source of amusement and delight to you. 

If you are more ambitious than that, and wish to go further, you will find you have begun right, and the rest 
will be comparatively easy. The teacher of music will at once see that in these charts both the minor harmonic scale 
and the major scale are shown with proper signature and fingering. Again what is needed most are patience and prac- 
tice. Place this chart at right angles to the keyboard of your piano or organ, so that the small white letter D on the 
bottom space of the chart touches the white key D on the keyboard.
